Le Pas, Man.—G,. Halcrow, retired | 
factor of the Hudson's Bay Co,, who| 
has resided for 43 years in this dis- 
trict, has lived for elght years at Hud- 
gon Bay and travelled througa the, 
etraits several times, at the settlers’ 
banquet, ridiculed the statement made 
by eastern papers and other interests 
that navigation there is impossible for 
the greater part of the year. In his 
opinion, and judging from personal 
observations, he belleves that niavi- 
gation can be kept open for elght 
months of the year. 

In an interview N. K. Boyd, of Me- 
Arthur & Boyd, who have the con-| 
tract for the Hudson Bay railway, 
made the statement that were it not 
that the bridge over the Saskatche-| 
wan {s not completed they weuld have 
been in a position to luy steel on the 
road as far as Cormarant Lake this 
fall. They now have 150,000 ties out 


and have urrangements completed or 
600,000 more to be cut this : 


they have a ten foot sleigh road cut 
from mile 70 to mile 100 and expect 
to have it extended by Christmas as 
far as Thick-t Portage, and as far as 
the Manitou Rapids on the Nelson by 
spring. 

J. P. Gordon, assistant to Chief 
Engineer Armstrong of the Hudson 
Bay ratiway, who was with Hon. 
Frank Cochrane on his trip through 
Hudeon Bay last summer, made the 
statement that as far as ice was con- 
cerned there could be no trouble, The 
ministerial party had found none in 
Hudson Straits and on the coast of 
Yabrador the straits of Belle Isle 
were the only places where any had 
been found. The government 
eteamer Mivto is to stop at Port 
Nelson to the end of November, 

Mr. Boyd, of McArthur & Boyd, con- 
tractors for the whole of the Hudson 
Bay railway was also present, having 
‘gust returned from an inspection of 
the line in company with Assistant 
Engineer Gorden. !n his opinion the 
Hudson Bay road will be much easier 
to build than was the C.P.R., and no 
doubt should be as great a success as 
the C.P.R.

Norway Has Rumor of Anglo-German

Chicago.—-A cablegram from Bergen, |

a clash between Germany and Engand 
fs imminent, The Norwegians are} 
urged to charter steamers with coal} 
and grain for use in the coming win- 
ter. Coal is indispensable and as for 
grain if importation were stopped for) 
eight weeks, famine would result. 

It is declared by, these alarms that | 
a naval conflict between Germany and | 
England may occur off Norway, and in 
that case the belligerents would be 
tempted to seize a port, say Christ- | 
jania or Bergen, und use jt a8 a base 
of operations, and for repairing and 
refitting. It ist necessary, according 
to this view of the possibilities that 
Norway be supplied with special 
stores of coal and food and otherwise 
prepared to enforce {ts neutrality. 


Preventing Mine Disasters 


Berlin.—Tine German Emperor !8 
giving his closest personal attention 
to the prevention of mine disasters 
and hopes ty means of chemistry to 
find a practicable safety device. In 
a speech he delivered at the dedica- 
tion of the chemical Institute of the 
Emperor Willam Scientific Foundation, 
he explained that his idea contemplat- 
ed a harmless _ chemical compound 
a change in which would warn min- 
ers plainly of the danger of fire damp, 

The emperor was said to have ap- 
plied to the technical schools of Ger- 
many for suggestions in this direction 
after the mine disaster at Bochun, 
on August 8, when 103 men were 
killed. He has now repeated his re 
quest,to the leading German sclen- 


tiste.

‘ALLIES MEET SUCCESS 


TURKISH TROOPS ARE REPELLED 
liN MANY PLACES 


Victories of the Allied Fo..ces Against 
the Turks Still Continue, Although 
in Many Inetances Victory has Been 
Purchased by Heavy Sacrifice. 


London.—A considerable number of 
Bulgarian troops have been detacied 
from the second army corps for the 
purpose of repelling any further at- 
tacks by the Turkish forces on the 
towns of the Black Sea coast, says 
a@ Sofia dispatch to the Times. 

There Is reason to believe, the dis- 
patch adds, that an accident which oc- 
curred recently on the Smyrna Adena 
railroad resulting im the death of 200 
, Turkish soldfers, was the work of 
the Macedonia emissaries, sent to 
, Asia Minor to impede the dispatch of 
the Asiatic troops to European Turk- 
ley. 

The Constantinople correspondent 
of the Times, referring to the fighting 
in the Adrianople district, says it ap- 
pears to be the intention of the Turks 
to fight in «4 position of their own 
choosing, on their own soil, with the 
ambitious hope that the issue will en- 
able them to change a successful de- 
fensive into an overwhelming offensive 
action. 

Belgrade.—The capture of Novipa- 
| zar by Gen. Jankovitch was preceded 
by three days desperate fighting, the 
Turks holding strongly fortified posi- 
| tiore. 
| Gen. Zovokitch reports that the Ser-
